Icrial oliaiigc in the situation, rigorous 
press ceiisorshi|j by both Ainerioiui ami 
Spuuish authorities having closed all 
avenues of information as to the move- 
ment of the rival Uoets in .\tlantic wii 
ter.s It is generally lielieved that tlo 
Aiiierican siiuiidroii and -Vdmiral Cer 
vora's lleet are crouching for the spring, 
and that the great sea conflict cannot 
now be long deferred. 

The United States is hastening for- 
ward a strong land force to the I'hilip- 
pines, while the coast defonce ship .Mon- 
terey and the cruiser Charleston are or- 
dered to join Admiral Dewey at -Uan- 
ila. General Corea, the Spanish min- 
ister of war, has expressed his intention 
to light until the bitter end for the re- 
tention of Uio Philii)pines, although his 
plan of cauipaigu at jiresent awaits the 
turn of events, the hope being expressed 
that concessions to the insurgents may 
scc-ure their friendship and active sup- 
port. 

The new Spanish cabinet is said to 
have decided upon aggressive measures 
in the hope of evoking the intervention 
of the European powers, as the Internal 
economical situation' in Spain is becom- 
ing desperate. 



PLANNING THE CAMPAIGN. 

The Cabinet Considers Merrltfs Detail 
of Men Sullieient to Uoid the 
Philippines. 

Washington, May 21.— The cabinet 
was ill session all yesterday. So fur as 
con he learned, no ollieial int'oniuuioii 
has been received of the report tJiat the 
Spanish lleet has left Santiago do Cuba. 
Whether or not the navy department will 
proeciMl on the asKUiiiiJtioii that the 
Spaniards are in .Santiago is not known, 
liut it is assumed they will asicertain the 
fuels beyond (luestiou before sending a 
s(luadron on so long a journey. The 
IMiilippine invasion oeeui)ied a consid- 
erable portion of the meeting. The dis- 
cussion as to the Philippines expedition 
bore on what the United States troops 
would encounter there. The population 
of the Islands, the fighting force of the 
Spaniards in that quarter and the geo- 
graphical phases of tlie occuijation of the 
islands were considered. Kstiniates oi 
the number of troops the Aiuericinis 
would have to cojie with were suluiiitte l. 
They ranged from (1.0(10 to liO.OOO Span- 
ish soldiers, Imt the eoiicbision reached 
way lliat the luiniber could be eouiiteil 
upon as about 10,000. The force al- 
ri'ady selected to go with Cien. :Merritt 
was believed lo be more than adenu:ite 
for the Sjianisli sohli(M-s, wlnj were 
thought to lie in not the best of con- 
dition. If the numli<-r were greater the 
administration would scud as many men 
as wore wanted to reinforci' those about 
to start with (Jen, .Mcrritt. A signitica'it 
feature of the session was the absence 
of any discussion of the military or naval 
movements as to Cuba or the Spanish 
fleet. This was one result of the policy 
which has been agreed on between mem- 
bers of the President's cabinet, and 
aside from Secretaries Long and Alger, 
v'ery little is known as to what is going 
on. As to tlie Spanish intentions in the 
I'hilipiiines, the minister tif war is ciuot- 
od as saying that he will light to retain 
Manila nnd the islands as long as be has 
a' rifle to use or a man to handle it.

LOOKING FOU AID. 

Spain Seefes a, CfiriUnen till Alliance As 
Her Only Hope. 

New York, May 21.— A despatch to 

the World from ^Madrid says: A conti- 
nental alliance to aid Spain or interven- 
tion to stop the war is now the aim ot 
Premier Sagasta. Events will soon de- 
monstrate this. 

'.rhe new cabinet is regarded as a 
makeshift and oidy temporary. The 
nnnistry announced to tlie cortes, 
through Premier Sagasta, the spokes- 
man, that they had fully resolved to 
carr.v on the war ami employ for th;U 
purpose ever.v nu'ans which tho cortes 
plai'cs at its disposal, contideiit of the 
support of tlu' crown and country. The 
nnnistry undertakes at the sanu> time 
to crush the rebellions in Cubii and tlie 
I'hilippine islands "with the utmost se- 
veril.v, reserving for the da.v of ])acili- 
catioii the accomplishment of promised 
reforms."' As for finance, tlie cabinet 
e.\|)ects to raise money through the as- 
sistance of bankers in France and Bar- 
celona and thrdngh the assistance of the 
Baidc of Spain. It will be almost impos- 
sible to raise a loan in Spain, even with 
the guarantee of the tobacco aiul stamp 
nionojioly, and the proposed increase in 
la.xatioii has been abandoned because it 
was so un])oiiular. 

in presenting tin' new ministry to the 
ehamber.

Berlin, May 21.— Public attention in 
this country has temporarily hocu divert- 
ed from the war between Spain and the 
United States to the siguilicant speech 
recently made at Binniugham by Mr, 
.Joseph Chamberlain, tlie British secre- 
tary of state for the colonics. The bulk 
of opinions since the text of tlie si)iH.H>h 
has been available corresponds to the 
utterances of Prince Bismarck on tlie 
subject, in which tlie former chancel- 
lor was cpioted as saying: 

"Tho importance thereof depends up- 
on whether Air. Chamberlain's private 
opinions are those of tlie British gov- 
ernment. Closer Anglo-American rela- 
tions are doid)tless feasible, but an al- 
liance is improbable and unstrviceiible 
to both, (lermany's duty plainly is to 
muintain her int(M'ests by cai-efully jnirs- 
iiig the good neighborship of tho Eur- 
opean i)owers." 

Serious diplomats say they do not \>o 
lieve that an Anglo-.\meriean alliance is 
feasible except, possibly, for purely pa- 
cific and defensive purposes. They ut- 
terly repudiate tlie idea of Germany 
joining such an .alliance. The gpveni- 
ment is cautious in expression .on ; tho 
subject but, is. inclined.to bevJriendlyf.tor 
wards Mr. 'Obamberlain's declaratitms.:;i 

"It is a mistake: to' undervalue iaimittn 
who so Intimately knows and expresses 
the wishes of his countrymen. Far frMu 
being an cxpn^ssion of Grtsit Britain's 
weakness and emharnissinonts, tlio 
speech must be regarded as the expres- 
sion of a political leader who is so sure 
of the' strength of his couatj-y tliat he 
does not hesitate to point out a we;ik 
place."

Conse(iuently the nation of 
sliopk(/'|( 'rs suddenly ajijirars in the 
shape of Brother .lonatlian. America 
with its wish-wash of waste pieces of 
nationality, millions of emigrant niur-

!iiul yellow skins, suddenly becomes an 
\nglo-Saxon race."

■ferey's personnel is 1!J ofllcers and 172 
men, and once she is at the entrance of 
Manila harbor nothing in the shape of 
a navy would be lilcely to budge iter 
from her position. Her desputjh uuiy 
have an important bearing upon the 
Spanish government's policy so openly 
published, of sending reinforcements to 
Manila. 

The only d()nl)t as to the feasibility 
of sondiug the Montrey is her small coal 
capacity, Slie has bunker i-ooin for 
only two hundred tons of conl and 
though more might be stored on her 
decks it is doul)tful -whether she coidd 
i\t the utmost carry more than enough 
cfvil to take lior to Honolulu, one-third 
oC the -way to the Philippines. It is 
probable tliat the Monterey will go in 
convoy and utter cxliausting tlie coal 
tlmt she will take on in Honolulu, sla? 
must either l)e towed about 2,OiJ0 miles 
ot her trip or perform the tlilllcult oi)- 
cratiou of coaling at sea. 

The navy department gave out no ni'ws 
to-day touching the movements of the 
American and Spanish. squadrons in tlu' 
neighborhood of Cuba, It is plain to 
be seen, however, that the oiDcials are 
expecting groat events to occur at any 
inomcnt. What tliey most fear is the 
effect that might be produced upon our 
people by greatly exaggerated and mis 
leading reports fmni Spanish source of 
some great naval engagcnujnt, it the 
Spanish should claim the victory. It is 
realized that the first news of nn en- 
gagement in tlie neighborliood ot Cuba or 
to the eastward may reach the United 
States through tho Spanish cal)les via 
Madrid, and tliese are almost certain 
no matter what; the result may be, to 
malse sucli a claim of victory for the 
Spanish. Obviously the only manner in 
which the truth could bo discovered 
would be through our own ofticers. 

The department is proud ot the record 
made by the Oregon from an engineer- 
ing point of view, the reports from tlii' 
ship showing that she does not need 
five cents' worth' of repairs to her ma- 
chinery after her 13,000 mile continuous 
run. Tlie record is said never lo have 
been eciualled since the building of llie 
lirst iron warsliips. 

The Buffalo, whicli comes witli the 
Oregon from Brazil, is to lie n rcrbauled 
at Newport News, furnished with armor, 
given a good liattery ot live-inch guns 
and altogotlier made a very effective 
modern cruiser. This T>ill take about 
two months. 

The Chicago naval res(>rve has come to 
the aid of tlie naval deparnneilt in a 
most gratifying manner. 'I'liey have not 
insisted upon entering the na''v as an 
organization, lint liavc onlisteil individu- 
ally as volunteers, to the number of two 
Imndred. Commander Ilawley, who is 
doing the work of n-iTuiting fiu- the de- 
partment, telegraphed that they would 
be ready for service Monday, thiit tlii'y 
are splendid men, and in a large pro- 
portion seamen. 

soLDiioits OK u.xcr.K s.\:\r. 

New Arrivals at San Fran.-isco Iti'ceivc 
an Ovatioii~Xo Trouble in l-'illing 
the Hanks AVitli Volunteers. 

San Francisco, May 21.— Over K.OOO 
\olunteerB arrived this morning from 
eastern Stated. The troops £i!om Kan- 
sas numbered 064 men and 43 officers; 
while Minnraota sent a regiment of OSS 
men and fifty officers. Colorado was rep- 
resented by OSG men and 42 ofllcers. One 
section of tin? Utah special arrived, bear- 
ing about ;'.2(l inei). 'I'lie reinaindiir of 
the troops from Utah will get in to-mor- 
row. When the men arrivoil on the 
t!ide of the bay they were taken in 
cliargo by the ladies of tho Itcd Cross 
Society, who had been up all night pre- 
paring refresliiiieiits lor them. As they 
inarched up Market street on their way 
to the old race track, now Camp Uich- 



niond, they were given a reception by tlie 
lieoplo who lined the sidewalks. As 
they passed tlie street corners the sol- 
diers were showered with flowers^ The 
men will rest to-morow, -but hard dflU- 
ing will be inaugurated on Monday. 
There are over 11,000 of Uncle Sam's 
men now quartered in tliis city and 
r>,000 more are scheduled to arrive ne.vt 
week. 

ArraiifireinciUs have boon made for the 
chartering of the iiPilJiuidia, duo here 
from Honolulu on U>e 24th Of UiiM month, 
and neffijtintiona' fOV uie cuarlerlng ot 
tli« st^AlUCV China, due here from the 
OHcllt on May 28th, are noaring coasum- 
b'.ktion. This will make live steamers 
chartered l)y the American go-\enimeiit 
to be used as transports for the Phil- 
ippines, as follows: Steamei-s City of 
I'ekin, City ot Sydney, Australia, Zeal- 
andiu, and China. Tlie tirst three leave 
within !i few days of each other. The 
City of Pekin probalily to-niorrow; Cliiiia 
and Zealamlia on the 15Ui of .luae, prob- 
ably escorte<l to their destination by the 
cruiser I'hihidelphia, which is almost 
ready to go into coiiiiuission. 

It is not expected Uiat any portion ot 
the Washington voIuuteerH will form 
Iiart of the lirst instalment of the 
.Manila expedition, as it will be impos- 
sible to have the men properly equipped 
in time. 'J'he Washington men are com- 
fortnlily loi-ated, and 8-Fe now devoting 
four liours a day to drilling. Col. Whol- 
ley says that he will feel it a personal 
disgrace if his regiment is not sent to 
the Philippines. 

Vancouver, ^lay 20. — By direction of 
the secretary of war. Companies A and 
(i, Fourteeiitli infantry, under connnand 
of Leo A. Malile, will leave Vancouver 
barrack.s on May 21 for San Francisco, 
and report to Maj. Kobe- for duty, iirig.- 
tJen. Thomas M. .Vudersou left this 
evening for San Francisco, pursuant to 
instructions from AVashington, and will 
command the tirst brigade to the Phi'- 
ippincs. He was accompanied by his 
personal staff. 

AVashington, May 21. — One hundred 
and three thousand volunteers have been 
mustered In the service of the TJnitoil 
States, according to the reports which 
have reached General Corbiu, and by 
the end of ne.tt week the officials hope 
every one of tho 12,"), 000 called for will 
have taken tlie oalli and sworn alleg- 
iance. The mustering in of the regular 
army branch with a view to increasing 
it t<> 00,000 men. the war strength auth- 
orized by law, contiiiuos satisfactorily in 
all directions.

seeds. In tropical climes, where tin 
(•hauc(-s are favorable to the ^MM-mina 
lion of every seed which falls to the 
{crotiiid, the plants are luxurious in fol 
iiifio iind- poor m the Kcrnjs of now life. 
In the- North, v.-liere cold, Know ami 
wind mj'.y dcsti-oy the tender shoot of the 
youiiK plant, the parent stem makes an 
nffort to counteract tho hostile aspect of 
niitnre and sacrifices show in loiif si ml 
flower ti> the number and perfection of 
its seeds. It is as thonL,'li the plant said 
to itself: I will produce many seeds i 
that there may be the better ehaiic(> 
my lite belup roprodticed in future yeai 
AVhat is true of plant life is trr.e also of 
anini.'il life, 'ric animals of the North 
Teuiperiilo zone art; more prolifijj thaii 
those ot tropical and oqiintorial regions 
The rule applies as well to men as to tin 
brute creation. So far as life goes tin 
North implies virility, strengtli t.nd reso 
lutinn. 4 ■ 

Men everywhere are the croatnros of 
their environment, and hence it is not 
snrpri-siii!:: that in latitudes where per- 
i-Muial sinnmer rci'ias they are imju-ovi 
dent. It is told Uiat some years ago ai 
Englishnian was impressed with the itle; 
tliat if he would carry a few colonies oi 
iii'cs to (^ontra! America they would 
make honey all tin- year round and sto 
it, wliorcby ho would make a Kood thinj; 
out of the busy workers. To use tho 
lanpuaRp of the street, it w.ts ti low 
down (rick on the bi^'^. but it did not 
turn out just as it.s projector iinaf,'ineil. 
For though they worked steadily thronsli 
the first twelvemonth, tlie next ye:ir 
they not only struck for sliorter hourrf, 
but decidc<l that it was nsele-is to store 
up honey in a land wliere llowfu-s bloom- 
ed at all times, it is so with tropical 
races. They are • improvident. In the 
North something must be provided 
at'aiMst winter. Ileiici. the North im- 
jiMcs industry anil friifrality. 

Each northern uulumu sees the appar- 
ent deafli of all vegetation except the 
sombre ovorgroons. Forests stand bare 
and HfeiniuKly lifeless; while all smaller 
vegetation perishes. When the s|uin!,' 
■conii-s, new life reigns everywhere. It 
is vjot surprising tliat all northeni races 
have ."1 rich mythology, tlie basis of 
which is that this life is only the pre- 
lude to another, wliiui all thai, is most 
worth having will be preserved. To the 
Wiuidercr in tropical deserts it might 
seem nntuntl enough to ask: If man ilie 
shall be live aRaiu'.' Hut to races breil 
where each autumn of death was rollo^v- 
ed by a spring of renewed life, immor- 
tality st<'inetl the only logical deduction 
from tlH' known facts of existence. 
Ilence the North implies faith. 

Faith, induslry, IruKalily, vii'ility, 
strength and resolution — these are the 
virtues of the Nortli. In them we find 
the reasons why the despisetl barbar- 
ians of I'ighteen centuries ago have been 
able to coiKiuer the world, except only 
China, which now is about to fall under 
the doniiuiou of the same resistless 
forces. To Canadians thi>se thoughts 
possess a special interest. We have a 
inagiilficent domain; but much of it is in 
iiorlhcrly latitude. It will t.ike .-;lroiig uu'u 
to wrest from Nature the wealth she has 
stored in the liclds. mines aial forests 
of Canada, men of faith, f rufr.i lily, in- 
ilustry, virilily, strength and rcsnluliim. 
Ill the timbered regions of lOastera t'aji- 
ada, where the Ice King holds sway for 
almost half the year, on th- prairies 
where tbo mercury hides behiw Die cy- 
phei for weeks together, on the slopes of 
the I'acilic Coast, where nature e.vhibits 
bcrself in her most rugged aspects, a 
nation of men will bo reared in whom 
the virtues of the North will bo innate, 
a race which one day will give law to 
the world. Our splendid Dominion rest- 
ing on'.tho two greatest oceanH, and e.\- 
tcndiiiff from the most productive latitude 
on the ealli's surface to the I'oh? itself, 
is tlie sent of the empire i,r the fulure. 
Tho schoolboys of Canada ought to hf 
wbll-grqiindod in this faith, so that they 
mny grow tip iiisiiired by the right sort 
of patriotism, which is not that which 
boasts itself upon tho things which have 
been done, but fits itself for groat deeds 
to be accomplished.

'I'lii! whole civilized world, is' to-d<iy 
thinking of the Anglo-Saxon ' I'.s never 
before since Kgbort of "\Vesse:c iinitivl 
tho Angles and tho Saxons and jiro- 
claimed himself king of ail England. If 
the fam(> of Egbert had not boon (H'lips- 
ed by that os his distinguisheil grandson 
hi! would have occupied a lofty pi i .'o 
in the memory oC the Knglisli-speaking 
race, f(U' Ik; was a man of wisdom and 
courage, skilled eiiually in the baltle- 
lield and the council chamber. iVhilo 
he was uiidoubtedly the lirst to claim the 
title of King of lOuglaiid, bis posilion 
was somewhat dilTerent to that occupied 
by Alfred and iiis successors. The Hep- 
tarcii.v had in his day been rcdiiccii sub- 
stantially to three governments. \Vi\ssex, 
Auglia and Niutluimbria. ICgherC re- 
tained his sovenugiity over Wesse.v and 
was recognized as overiord by the other 
kingdoms. 'J'his also was the relation 
which his son, Eliiehvulf, occupied to the 
several divisions ot the country. When 
\lfred came to tho tlirone of Wessex 
tho Danes left him very little domain 
which he could call his own, and his 
lirst .'iltempts to lU'pose them from their 
conquest were so unsuccessful -that !ie 
lost what power he possessed and, as 
evoi"j' school boy knows, was a fugitive 
in the fon>i-ts of th(> land of which he 
was kiiiK. It is iiol necessary here Id tell 
the story of how he gathered his faithful 
adherents around him, or with what 
courage and foresight he undertook an 
aggressive campaign against the Danes. 
This story is also familiar to all. Sulllce 
it to say tliat he won back not only Wes- 
sex, but sufllcient oC the remainder of the 
country to enable him to assume the title 
to King of England in a new sense, 
that is in tlio sense in whicdi we under- 
stand it to-day. Later he made peace 
with the Danes and agreed with them 
upon a division of the countir, an act 
of eousnniimite wisdom, as the history 
of the thousand years which have passed 
since then abuiuhiiitly proves. 

What special things did Alfred do that 
his name should he cherished as that of 
the greatest of lOnu'lish kings'.' 'I'he 
present day is one of iconoclasm. It 
Lakes nothing tor granted. It has shat- 
tered more than a hundred great repntii- 
tions. How has Alfred fared at its 
hands? This question may be fairly an- 
swereil by Ihe staleiiieiil llial while iiuicii 
of his traditional glory has been taken 
from him, tlio Alfred of actual history 
is a greater man than . tho Alfred of 
lamaiice. The claim made for him that he 
invented trial by jury and in fact all 
the fundamental iirinciples of Englisli 
government may he dismissed as with- 
out solid foiindatioii. Research h:is dis- 
covered Ihe germs of all those institu- 
tions in the yi-ars before Alfred. The 
glory of this king consists in I lie fact 
tliat ill a turbulent :iiiil bluoily a,i,'c, sur- 
rounded by a lierco barbarism, menaced 
by foes without and not free from <lis- 
sensions witliin, ho was enable to lay 
the foundation of what we now call 
lirilish government and Rritish civili/.a- 
tion. In instituting counties, hundreds 
and tithings, he gave the initial move- 
ment to democracy ns we enjoy it at tho 
present day. In all Ihe rang(> of political 
acliieveineiils there is nothing more 
fruitful of good results than this. We 
have in it the genesis of popular bov- 
oriiment. It made the individual the 
basis of Ihe state. Blackstone defines 
llie priiicijile of llie lilhing to be llint 
each individual composing it was res- 
ponsible for the good behavior of e.-ich 
of tho others. Thus the consciousness 
that he was a [lart nf the governing iiia- 
chiinu'v of the kingdcjin was bidii^'lil 
home ti) every Englishman, who learm-'l 
what freedom under law meant. The 
tithing was responsible to the hundred. 
Ihe hundred to llie cnunlry. llu' connlry 
lo the crown. l'].ach siili-iliNisinii li.-id 
within itself certain rights and privileges 
which could not logally be curtailed, and 
responsibilities which conld not bo shirk- 
1. It is quite true thjit is an old Ten- 
Ionic custom, but it huig ago lost its 
force on the continent, while in lOnglaiid 
it was so deeply implanted owing to th 
wisdom of Alfred in associating it with 
Ihe very foundations of the iiisl it utions 
of the kingdom, that Ihe rigors of the 
feurlal system could not prevail against 
it. In this sense of individual responsi 
bility wc have the first evidence of that 
"glorious charter * * * breathed in 
the words I'm an 'PJnglishman." 

The wisdom and strength of Alfred's 
character also fcjiind expression in good 
laws well administered. While he did 
not create the jury system, he undoubt- 
edly gave it new force. The jury wasji 
necessary complement to the iiersoiial 
responsibility which as we have seen 
lay at tlio bottom of the whole body 
politic, for it would be Idle to roquiro 
each man in the tithing to be responsible 
for his fidlows, if be were not p(MMiiitted 
to satisfy himself as to their guilt or 
innocence of charges laid against any 
om? of their iiiiiiilier. \\'e can find the 
origin of our present, syslem of juris- 
prudence in the laws proninl.rated by this 
great king. A learned and literary man 
himself, he encouraged literature. He 
was personally a E(plcndid typo of his 
race, courageous and resourceful, lirni 
yet gentle, respectful of the righls of 
others while insisting on his own. 

No sketch of this, the greatest of our 
kings, would he complete if it did not 
mention that to him England owes her 
lirst navy. When Campbell sang of the 

"Mariners of England 
Who guard our native seas. 
AVhose Hag has br.ived a thousand 
years 

Tho battle and th(> breeze," 
he was not using simjily a tiguro of 
speech. It is more than a tliousniid 
year? since Alfretl. laid the foundation 
of Bngiaft'^'s sea" power. I-fe saw that 
to successfully cope with tho Danes he 
ir.usi be prepared to meet them upon Ihe 
element where tliOy.^ had been supremo. 
It was in yllin that h^ defeotod .tljc hardy 
viklngi)"bn''lnnd. They; returhcfl to tiieif 
ships and sought another point of attajk 
upou the coast. So .Mi'red built a navy. 



and such apt scludars did his subject-s 
W^Cdme'iU'ithe use of ships Hint he w;is 
tiblo to successfully dispute the suprtini- 
:icy of Ihe seas with his dangerous 
rivals. The mighty licet, which gath- 
ered in long leagues of power to com- 
memorate the diamond jubilee of ..Vic- 
toria, was simply the culmination of 
centuries of triumph upon th(> oeiMii, Ihe 
riiie fruit of tlie seed planted by Alfred 
more than ten centuries before. 



Mr. S. T. Wood, special correspondi'iit 
vA' the Toronto (!lohe, is much impres- 
sed with l.ho manner in which the laws 
are administered and order is enfoiveil 
in this province. After reviewing the 
lieeuliar conditions iirovailiiig in British 
Columbia, he says: "All these coiidi- 
ti(uis tend to iiicrea.se the dilliculty of 
preserving order. They create dangers 
that can be scarcely appreciated in a 
settled fanning district. And' the fact 
that the peace in as well iireserveii and 
lliat life and property are as safe in 
British Columbia as in Ont:irio is most 
creditable to Chief Hussey and tlie force 
under hi?) control. Let the story of a 
big nugget lake root and spring up in- 
to a lu'W niiiiiiig town in .aiiy part of 
tile province, aud immediately there is 
a provincial police station established 
there with nuthorjly to move tho slow- 
^;rinding wheels of Britisii justice 
agiiiust all malefactors.'' This compli- 
ment to our province relleels credit not 
cnly upon tlio ellicient police force but 
upon all persons charged with tho admin- 
istration of justice.

Hut wliat bothered .Mr. lliggius most 
was "what would lOsiiuiniall. say lo his 
( bauge of front '.'" lie had openlx 
avowed at nomination to support tin 
parly of which Mr. Turner wos a load 
ing and prominent representative and 
knowing full well that Esquimalt was 
Ihe home of high-spirited and honorable 
gentlemen, he feared to face them again 
as a renegade and aposUite. Actuated 
by this beautiful impulse of self-i)resfM- 
vation be bent his steps during tin. 
course of last summer towards the mouu- 
fains of Kooteiiay. At Nelsiui he en- 
deavored to i)ersuade the electors thai 
the riding required a good, sound com- 
mon-sense advocate of their rciiuire- 
lueiils in tli(> legislature and he was tlu 
gentleman who c(iuld till the bill. P>ut 
the i>eople of .Nelson lurned a deaf e.ir lo 
his KUKgestions, and he was plainly told 
that Kooteiiay liad many U'cullcmen w " 
would, if elected, do credit lo the dis- 
trict. !ind who W(nild not turn their 
coats oil personal grounds. Footsore, 
weary aud downhearted he bout his ste[)s 
to the beautiful district of'tlic.Okanagan 
valley, and to the good peofjIeiiOf Vernon 
lie told tho same tale os inutile Koot- 
enays. But the electors of Vernon gave 
liim tho cold shouldc't''*nnd he returned 
to N'ictoria, convinced that the resident 
of the upper connlry were lacking in dis 
ceriimeni and edur-aled taste. In th 
latter respect, fiu'tunately for the prov- 
iiici>, his interpretation ol^ cdiK-ated li 
differs from theirs.

U'he C.lMl. liner Tartar completed her 
second trip iu the uortheru service yes- 
terday, reaching port from the North 
at 4:30 and proceeding to Vativouver 
two hours later. Thirty-four iiasseiigers 
were aboard when she reached Victoria 
and all but nine remained here. There 
was no one from the interior, as naviga- 
tion on tlio waterway loading to the Yu- 
kon, is now pretty well open and the 
Chilcuut and Chilcat trails ure iu bad 
shape. The Tturtar's trip was quite un- 
o\eiitful, Friday night's gale tliough be 
ing felt very strongly at sea, not hav 
ing retarded the progress of the ship in 
the least. In addition to their comfort 
in this respect, the pas.songers also speak 
well of the excellent acconunod.ation the 
ship affords and the line Hcrvice aboard. 

1''. r. Purdy, representing the K. M. 
T. A: T. Uurpuratidii, came dowu from 
Wraii^'el on the Tartar and gi\es iui in- 
teresting account of the- situation of af- 
fairs on the Stikiiie. Wrangel, ho says, 
has been almost depopulated in recent 
weeks, the crowds awaiting the opening 
of iiav'igation having passed on up tlie 
river. Tlie town in consequence has 
settled down to a more horae-liko basis, 
and the gamblers and "sure-thing" men 
are not in evidence as they were. There 
arc, Mr. Purdy estimates, 25 or 30 out- 
fits, representing about 151) men, scat- 
tered along the ri\er hetweeu \Vrangel 
and Glenora, these having been caught 
on the ice when the thaw came. Thoy 
liav<> been badly situated, all 8t6araer3 
bound U|) the river being so full that thoy 
have been unable to take any iiassengers 
or freiglit en route and the proveinh'i 
bi'liif,' so short that a week at;o pa(.-k ani- 
mals on the banks weru slarviiii;. .Act- 
ing in (•oiijunctiou with the colli ctor of 
customs at Wrangel Inspector I'rimrosr 
of ihe North West Mounted Police has 
taken it in hand to look after Ihe inter 
csis of these uiU'ortuaale people and 
wlieii the Tartar left \\'rangel tliey were 
eikieavoiing to secure a .steamer for a 
relief expcditi<in to make a trip up thu 
river and carry all on to Glenora. 'rhcro 
has been a certain amount of conjestion 
iu the freighting business up the river, 
despite the fact tliat by this time the 
Ogilvio has complotpd tliToe round trijis, 
the Victorian one, the Hamlin two, the 
Monte Cristo two and a part of one, the 
Itamomi one, the Elwood two, the Mono 
OIK- and tlic Skagit Chief one; and that 
there were at Wrangel, receiving cargo.

Mr. Hodgson says that the spring 
came on with such a rush that at the 
beginning of May the thermometer ac- 
tually registered 103 in the sun at Nar- 
liii river, 05 miles south of Teslin lake. 
The very fact of the warm weather 
coming so rapidly made travelling along 
the trail from the ,river to Teslin lake 
more dilllcult than it otherwise would 
liave heeu as the ground got quite bog- 
ay. .\iiyoue who has seen a sudden 
thaw in the lOasl. in the Hjiriii^' knows 
just the condition of things that came 
on the Teslin trail. However, in a few 
week more every tiling will have dried 
off nicely .-ind travelling will be first 
rate. The steamer.s are making rapid 
trips up and down the Stikiiie and there 
are hundreds of men now on their way 
to the lake besides many mon? that have 
already arrived there.

Scores of Chinamen on the Street. 

One of tlie most exciting street fights 
ever seen in Victoria wos witnessed on 
lower Government street between 4 and 
5 o'clock yesterday afternoon, when a 
crowd of bluejackets niaiie an attempt 
tst clean up Chinatown. How the ro.v 
commenced is a matter wliiidi a <'()art 
would find it dillicult to ascertain. There 
were some half do/.eii sailors and scor's 
of ( 'liinaiiieii and tlii^ streiM. in a \ovy 
few iiihiiites reseinlilcd a battle groiiiKl. 
sti(dis, brick bats, f'hiiiameu's (lueues 
nnd gore -galore Hew in all directions. 
Crowds f:alhere<l by the Imndreils mikI 
the whole of (Chinatown \%as in !i state 
of IIk' wildest uproar. When the indice 
arrived the light was at fever heat and 
the sailors would have bei'ii worsted had 
not others come to their assistance, for 
the volunteers on tiie Chinese side wore 
rapidly increasing in niiiiiber. To put 
an end to the disturbance was no small 
undertaking. The police vore tlieir 
brand new uniforms nnd the prospects of 
getting them ruHled were decidedly 
promising. Sergeant Iluwton, Olllcers 
Uedgrave, Abbott, Munro, Chiyards and 
.\bi>l and iirovincial tdllcer Colin Cam- 
eidii were in the engagement. They bad 
desperate work, but escaped villi little 
injury. Kiv(> prisoniM-s were takt'li, of 
wliian four Mere sailors and one a 
(.'hiinimau. .VU wer(> more or less cut, 
one of the sailors particularly Ikmii^- so | 
bady smasiied in the head that he had 
to have immediate surgical attention. 
The sailors all indignantly deny using 
brick bats, as one <if them put it, "we 
don't light that way."

Later this biisiiiess got so far lieyou'l 
the gold commissioner's ability to re- 
cord fee all applieaiils that he made a 
terse law of bis own that no man should 
stake uinre llinn f.iiir claims in one year. 
He based this ruling on tluf law -.vliicli 
reiiuires ovory claim owner to be upon 
and work his claim contiiuionsly for 
three moiilhs in the year, and there be- 
ijig but twelve months in the year no 
man could do tliat, li:> argued, for more 
than four claims. 

Numbers of claims wero sent out dur- 
ing the e.'irly winter. All this time do- 
volopment work was going on and every 
now and then big pay was struck on tliis 
and that among the newly located 
creeks. With each new find came a 
panic among those who had bonded 
claims, or -vflio, as agent, or broker, had 
sent them out to be sold at figures quot- 
ed for compariitively unknown ground. 

Some of the si>eodiost journeys from 
Dawson to Dyea wore made by men who 
came out lo stop possible sales of claims 
that had increased in value b.v .^nO.OOD 
to .'jJlDO.dtKI since the papers wore sign- 
ed at Dawson. 

Among the earliest of those strikes 
was that on Hunter. Several among 
Hie men who were forced to go down the 
liver in the fall for lack of provisions 
I'.old claims on Ibis rreek wiiicli lh(\v 
valued at from ifl.OOO to $5,000. The 
strike was made before comraunicatiou 
liiid been ro-cstablished by the ice on 
the river. No sooner had the first dog 
loam rcnclied Dawson from Circle City 
giving the sign that travel w:is po.ssiblo 
tliaa a race was on to roach these men 
for the purpose ot buying their pfoporfy 
before they became awiirc ot its value. 
Several small fortunus M'ore mudo in a 
few days in this way. 

Then cnmft the strike on Bear crook 
and after it on Dominion and on Sulidiur 
and othor creeks. Many claims on those 
creidis had been sent out iiiidor options 
that valued from •$\,m^ to .$1..")00. Their 
values suddonly ran up in Dawson along 
a scale from .'i!lt»,000 to .I^IOO.IKMI, and 
messengers wont scurrying out over the 
ice and snow UOO milos to Dyea with 
instructions to get into telegraphic (•om- 
I'lUuicatioii as (itiickly as jiossiblo with 
the agent who held the authority to sell 
and to withdraw them from the market 
at the price previously given. 

Dawson bus been literally isolate:! iill 
winter. While individuals started "out." 
at comparatively freiiuent intervals no 
one came in, 'What was going on in 
tho world outside was only to ho gnossod 
at. Tho lirst mail from tho outside 
lenched Dawson on February 28, and 
it was the end of the first week in 
March before it was distributed. This 
brought nioiioy to many and intolligenee 
tp all of tho lively interest that was felt 
'concerning tin? Klondike and Ibis agniii 
quitikened activity. 

It is (expected with tlio (.loan-up and 
the arrival of the great army of iiooplo 
now on •I lie, way that this summer will 
see in I)awson the liveliest riiiniug camp 
that has ever been iilauled im the earth.

A MOUNTAIN OP GOLD. 

San Franciscii I'nrty Vainly .StH.'king 
AhisKa Treasure— Deluded by 
Clever Adventurers. 

"We started fruir San Francisco on 
two schooners after a iiuuiiitain of i,'old 
ill Alaska. Iiislead we discovered that 
we had been cleverly fiikcil by two ad- 
^ enturors who had made the mountain 
out of whole cloUi." , 

These Avere the words of A. Carroll, 
of San Francisco, when, he 'left the 
steamer Excelsior, just In from the Cop- 
per river country. Three Englislimon, 
evidently men of some means, stood si- 
lently, by nnd agreed with Carroll. Tlu;y, 
too, had once cherished fond hopes of 
a niDuntuin of jrokl and had soon tlieni 
dashed to pieces. ' 

Two months at;<) a San Francisco news- 
paper was full of the story of tho dis- 
covery of a wuiidiM-ful iiiiniiitaiu of jiold. 
Two persons were credited with the 
discovery, Ciiiit.' GiUiert and Capt. 
JIuore. The men posed as bitter enem- 
ies, and it is said cleverly worked their 
selieme to lit up rival expeditions. The 
story is best told by Carroll, who is fa- 
nialiar with all ot the details from tho 
start. lie said: 

"Capt. ^[oore interested a number of 
Kiif,dis!iiiien, headed by J. Talbot Wat- 
son, ill his pretended gold. discovery, and 
they i)iu'cliased the schooner Free Trade. 
The start was made under considerable 
iiewspaiior glory. The Free Trade start- 
ed North, headed prcsuinably for Uayak 
buy, on Kadiak island. The Englishmen 
wore told that five niilos back from tho 
bay there was a mountain of quartz so 
rich that gold could Ijo soon with the 
nalcoil eye. It appeared, they were told,, 
a veritable mouiilai;. of Kold. 

"Then Capt. tiilbert be.ijaii to Kot in 
his work. He claimed to be u bitter en- 
emy of Capt. Moore, ami represented that 
if given a swift sciiooncr he could beat 
him to tho gold mountain, lie interest 
ed a proinineiit Saii Francisco liijuor 
dealer named O'Talliiig and Ju(l>;e Gord 
ing in the scheme and they cbaratorcd 
tbe little schooner Altair. Uapt. Gilbert 
was given a salary of ifl25 a month 
iiiul was to have an interest in the find. 
He selected his own crew nnd paid them 
good wages. O'TallIng and Gording 
hired me as a mining expert to go witli 
the e.\peditioii and investigate the moun- 
tain. 

"The Altair sailed for the North nn 
April 11. Capt. Gilbert said at the 
time thai; Jloore only know of the local- 
ity of the ledge from what he (Gilbert) 
had told him. lie said that the men on 
the Altair were fully armed to drive 
Moore off the ledfre if he liapopned to 
lind it lirst. Gilbert said that Capt. 
Moore's atturiu-y had visited him after 
the Free Trade sailed and warned him 
that an.v attempt to follow would cause 
bloodshed. 

"On April 22, when wo were well out 
at sea, Capt. Gilbert came to me and 
said that the whole story was a fake. 
Ho snid that he had never found such u 
ledge. I did not want to be. knocked 
OA-erhonrd, so I acted as tbongb .1 cared 
but little. Ho proposed to cruise around 
up North for live or six montlis and tlicn 
go back with sonic ore from a lodge nn 
Larson bay. He wanted mo to give my 
opinion as nn e.vpert that the property 
was very valuable, alllumgli Gilbert ad- 
mitted that it w;is worthless. 

"When we finally got North avo found 
the I-'ree 'J'rade in the bay witli a ver.\- 
dissatislieil crowd of men aboard. Tliov 
had plenty of troubh; with Capt. .Moore, 
and he had eoinpcllcd them to si.ijn the 
Free Trade over to him. Instead of bit- 
ter enemies, Ca])t. Jloorc and Capt. Gil- 
bert proved to be fast friends. Thoy 
laughed at the wild goose chase we hail 
indulgetl in at their investigation, and pro- 
posed that we start prospecting or go 
to CoDper river. 

"I decided to leiivo the Altair, and 
three of tho Englishmen loft the Free 
Trade at the snme time. The cook came 
with them, the entire party escaping in 
a small boat. The two schooners with 
their fairy tale captains are still in the 
North, (.'apt. Gilbert does not propose 
to bring hack the Altair to San F'raii- 
cisco until his charter time is up."— I'.-I.
